U ltim ate en tra n ce of the United 
S tates

C onference P resident Van Eysinge 
of H olland said the conference has 
b een u nanim ous in b eliev ing 
tha t 
the fifth reserv ation merely was in­ 
tended to ob tain equality 
for 
the 
United States w ith nations w hich are 
m em b ers of the League of N ations, 
b ut tha t the reserv ations' d ra ftin g 
perm itted 
a 
w ider 
in terpretation 
w hich m ight hav e grav e influences 
upon the constitutional 
rights 
of 
b oth the league ami the court. 
A com m ittee will seek m eans of 
accepting the last half of the fifth 
reserv ation. 


RECOMMEND GERMANY'S 
ADMISSION TO LEAGUE 
G enev a, Sept. 4.— The League of 
N ations council in secret session to­ 
day decided unanim ously to recom ­ 
mend to the assem b ly the creation 
of a single perm an en t seat on the 
council for G erm any, thus ov ercom ­ 
ing w ha t was presum ab ly the last 
ob stacle to G erm any’s adm ission to 
the league. 
T he council also decided to recom ­ 
mend the creation of three new non­ 
perm an en t seats. 
T he resolution regard in g the in ­ 
crease in the num b er of n on -perm an ­ 
ent seats is understood to giv e full 
satisfaction to Poland, as it is likely 
that she will ob tain one of the three 
av ailab le seats.

tha t C hina also will b e seated.

on last night. 
It was the third 
m ysterious fire sta rted at the prison 
in the last three weeks. 
The flames started in one end of 
the cell house and a high w ind soon 
fanned the b lazes to all other sec­ 
tions. 
Fiv e cell sections w ere des­ 
troyed b efore the flames 
could 
b e 
controlled. 
In the ceil house there w ere 9 62 
conv icts and all gu ard s of the prison 
were called out to lead the conv icts 
to safety and also to prev ent their 
escape. 
Last n ight the conv icts were forc­ 
ed to sleep in the prison yard, m any 
hav ing no b ed clothin g upon which 
to sleep, and a triple guard line was 
kept ab out the prison. 
All of the 
lights of the b uildings were out, the 
power plant hav ing b een dam aged 
b y the fire.

N either hundit was from Brecken- 
rldge.

state the tourists liert were counted by the hundreds. Today they 
are counted by the thousands, and the last couple of years it is 
estimated on food authority that We have had a million visiter 
This number is growing each year. 
Minnesota is now the1 third 
tourist state in the country, being ranked by California and Flo­ 
rida. 
“The increase and direct results of this business is felt on 
all sides. 
Every locality has its share. 
Business men benefit, 
hotels benefit, garages, confectionery stores and what not gain 
in business 
Many a farm er supplies tourists with green vege­ 
tables, butter and cream. 
Land, long lain idle and of small value 
for other than lake shore property, is now being purchased and 
improved by these tourists who have come, seen and were con­ 
quered by our artistic and rugged beauty, our fish and lien*hrs. 
Our tax rolls are increased, therefore our schools, townships, and 
other governing bodies gain, so that there is not a one of us but 
what gains in some degree.

R e c e n tly when a proposal to donate $300 to the Ten Thou­ 
sand Lakes Association of Minnesota was made at the Cass county 
board of commissioners, it was voted down. 
The Pillager Herald 
and the Walker Pilot take exception to the majority vote of the? 
commissioners so recorded. 
The Pillager Herald takes a broad view of benefits accruing 
from tourist travel and says: 
“The county commissioners of Cass county at their last meet­ 
ing refused to make an appropriation of $.300 to the Ten Thousand 
L ak es Association of Minnesota. 
Speaking as a taxpayer of the 
county, we cannot agree with the commissioners in the ‘wisdom’ 
of their act. 
The Ten Thousand lak es Association has shown 
that it is getting results. 
Before they started advertising I he 
state the tourists here were counted by the hundreds. Today they 
are counted by the thousands, and the hist couple of years it is 
estimated on good authority that we have had a million visitors. 
This number is growing each year. 
Minnesota is now tin' third 
tourist state in the country, being ranked by California and Flo­ 
rida. 
“The increase and direct results of this business is felt on 
all sides. 
Every locality has its share. 
Business men b e n e f i t , 
hotels benefit, garages, confectionery stores and what not gain 
in business. 
Many a farmer supplies tourists with green v e g e ­ 
tables, butter and cream. 
Land, long lain idle and of small value 
for other than lake shore property, is now being purchased and 
improved by these tourists who have come, seen and were con­ 
quered by our artistic and rugged beauty, our fish and beaches. 
Our tax rolls are increased, therefore our schools, townships, and 
other governing bodies gain, so that there is not a one of us but 
what gains iii some degree. 
“And yet, Cass county commissioners (or three of them, as 
Jones and Lyman supported the appropriation) have not the vi­ 
sion to see the tremendous benefits to be gained by advertising. 
It is not fair for Cass county to accept these benefits and give 
nothing iii return. 
The state, other counties, villages and cities, 
and many private individuals make donations to this work. 
Cass 
county is one of the lake counties and should be willing to even do 
more than its share in assisting this cause. 
We do not believe 
there is a citizen in Cass county who would criticise one iota a 
donation of this kind. 
Residents of the Pine River, Hackensack 
and Cass Lake communities— three communities especially that 
are gaining from the tourist business— should inform their com­ 
missioners that they do not approve this ‘penny wise and pound 
foolish’ stuff. 
“We all want to keep expenses down. 
A farmer wants to 
keep his expenses dowti, yet if he could buy a cow for $10 that 
would insure him $100 in return, he would buy the cow and not 
list it in his expenses. 
Cass county should do likewise. 
$.300 is 
a small appropriation for the benefits received, 
lf the county 
wanted to appropriate $1,000 we would gladly bear our share 
of the expenses and we haven’t any special benefit to gain either, 
but would feel well repaid for tin' general benefit that would 
ensue.”

JACK DEMPSEY VS. JACK KEARNS 


By HENRY L. FAR RELL 
(United Ureas Sports Editor) 
New York, Sept. 4 
Jack Kearns, former manager of Jack Dempsey, had 
-nine sympathizers when he charged the heavyweight champion with an act 
if ingratitude in cutting away from him after he had spent eight years in 
directing him into a title and a fortune of a million dollars. 
There were two sides, of course, and it never can tie proved whether 
Kearns made Dempsey or Dempsey made Kearns and the final analysis would 
be that each did well financially by the other. 
Kearns probably had more friends than Dempsey in their own set and 
when Dempsey decided to cut away from birn be was panned by the boys 
in the street who figured that the first rule is to stick by a fellow who stuck 
with you. 
Those with no opinion one way or the other and those not interested 
enough to have an opinion have turned against Kearns, however, for his ac­ 
tions since Demnsey signed a confract with Tex Rickard to fight Gene Tunney, 
a contract which Dempsey insists will have no end for Kearns. 
Kearns slapped a suit on Dempsey for $333,333 just after he started 
training and when lie was being pestered with a dozen other legal actions 
and a controversy with (lie New York boxing commission. 
Kearns apparently 
was advised by counsel I fiat he had a case against Dempsey by reason of an 
agreement that was signed by Kearns with Rickard before their contract 
expired. 
But the m e a n s Kearns took iii further pestering Dempsey can get him no 
sympathy. 
Process servers for his action stopped Mrs. Dempsey in her car- 
on the road near White Sulphur Springs, took the car away from her on 
an attachment and left her to get hack to her cottage as hest she could. 
Then all the equipment at the training camp was attached, a deposit of 
$9,000 in a New York hank was attached and one of K ea rn s’ agents said: 
‘■We'll fake everything away from him that. lie’s got—even his clothes.” 
All through this trouble and his other legal difficulties Dempsey has been 
conducting himself like a good scout. 
He may have some faults (who hasn’t) 
hut he certainly cannot he accused of vindictiveness, malice or meanness. 
He is of a nervous temperament and it. is not well for a fighter to have 
anything on tiis mind hut fight in the weeks immediately preceding the de­ 
tense of a heavyweight championship. 
Bul ail this trouble and annoyance may have the opposite effect on Demp­ 
sey. 
So far it has done nothing but make him mad and Tunney may turn 
out to he the goat of Kearns, McKetrick & Company. 
Dempsey, as has boon pointed out time lifter time in this column, has been 
treated unfairly and if there had been any spite in him lie could have given 
Ihe public his side of the story hut lie preferred to take the blame rather 
than f a k e any steps that might hurt the game. 
It sounds silly to hear some fighters talk about saving the game of box­ 
ing because they love it as a sport. 
Dempsey does not talk about his love of 
tii<> sport 
perhaps In- has a distaste for it now— but he does talk about 
boxing as his business and no man wants to hurt his own business. 
lf Kearns had been as careful to protect the business of boxing—not the 
fair name of the game 
in4 and Dempsey might never have reached the end of 
(hir ways and since the parting was reached it is not good taste for him to 
In4 acting tile part of a child.

but in a v ery short tinie they were 
playing nicely as the Drieling chil­ 
dren soon learned to talk a little 
German 
and 
the German children 
learned

talk 
English 
Just 
as 
readily. 
“ Although we are American citi­ 
zens we were treated like a king ami 
q ueen. 
The 
Germans 
hold 
no 
ill 
feeling 
aga inst 
America 
nor 
a ny 
oth e r country; 
they are contented 
and happy to know tin* w ar is ov er, 
while the F re nch fee! differently and 
treat some of the American tourists 
roughly," said Mr. Drieling. 
Doth Mr. and Mrs. Drieling said 
they had nev er heard so much music 
before as on their v isit and as his 
parents liv e near a park they saw a 
great deal of athletic sports. 
There 
was music and dancing in the park:? 
or 
gardens 
practically 
all 
of 
the 
time, t h e steps not v arying in the 
least from those used here, but the 
music as yet h a s n’t reached our pros­ 
ent jazz stage. 
The fashion in dress is about th 
same as here with the exception oi 
fewer bobbed heads and th e skirts 
are not q uite as short,’* said Mrs. 
Drieling. 
•The cfty where they v isited has a 
population of 28 ,000 and the hous­ 
ing condition has been q uite o prob­ 
lem since the w ar as many couple 
were married shortly before and af­
